Appeal for World Ideals 
Recalled by Death 


Radio Message Revealed to

One significant feature of the 
Armistice Day radio message of 
former President Wilson, Novem- 
ber 1, 1923, his last public ad- 
dress, impressed itself yesterday 
on the minds of residents here 
with doubled force.

CAPT. BUTT TO HIS MOTHER 

WASHINGTON (b. c.) Oct. 10. 
(1908.) 

My dearest mother: 

I went walking with the Presi- 
dent this afternoon; rather I should 
say climbing and swimming, for 
there was far more of that than 
walking. I had an engagement with 
the Carpenters to dinner at 7:39, 
but as I did not get in the house 
until 7:15 I had to beg off from 
the dinner. I had often heard of 
his walks, and tradition about the 
White House tells of this or that 
general or ambassador or Cabinet 
officer who had dropped out and 
fallen by the way. In fact, the 
President himself told me that 
what made him begin to inves- 
tigate the physical condition of 
the officers of the Army was the 
fact that Gen. Bliss, Gen. Carter 
and Col. Scott and others were un- 
able to keep up with him in walk- 
ing, and that they showed such 
evident fatigue and distress as to 
make them unfit, he feared, for 
active service in the field. 

He told me of one Assistant Sec- 
retary, Newberry, I think it was. 
who not only had to fall out but 
took a car home and was 
up in bed for several days. I can 
easily imagine this, for Mr. New- 
berry is a very heavy man and 
leads a sedentary life, I should 
think. 


Wood and the French Ambassador 


were out walking, and coming in 
sight of the Potomac River, the 
ambassador remarked how invit- 
ing the water looked, whereupon 
the President suggested that they 
swim. to the Virginia side, which, 
they did, not only swimming over 
but back to the District shore. 

Of course the papers have car- 
tooned these walks and made 
great sport of them, and I would 
have felt quite out of it had I not 
had an opportunity to take one. I 
shall not be as eager a second time. 
I enjoyed it thoroughly, however, 
and I have never known him to be 
so talkative or communicative. He 
was like a schoolboy, kind of 
-ancing all the way, eager to try 
every cliff, and once, plunging in- 
to the creek, swam to the other 
siae. As it had been raining hard 
and the water was high, it took 
r .l swimming, too, to get over it. 

We drove from the White House 
at 4:15 and reached the bridge near 
the center of the park in lear than 
a half hour. I had on heavy 
marching shoes, leggings and a 
flannel shirt. He wis dressed in 
what appeared to me to be a 
handsome cut-away coat, but wore 
a campaign hat. I thought, there- 
fore, that we would have a mild 
walk, especially as he had been 
laid up with his leg and Dr. Rixey 

d advised him to tafle it quietly 
for a while. I think this very ad- 
vice inspired him to test his 
strength and see what his leg 
could endure. 


LIKE AN INDIAN SCOUT 

As we got out of the carriage he 
dismissed it and told the two de- 
tectives who had followed us on 
wheels not to attempt to follow ua, 
and so we started. We made a 
circuitous route through the un- 
derbrush and at length came out 
further up the creek, where there 
were no paths and few openings 
to the water and many overhang- 
ing cliffe and rocks. He pushed 
through the brush like an Indian 
scout and when he got to the wa- 
ter edge he began to clamber out 
on the ridges and overhanging 
rocks with hardly enough room in 
the crevasses for fingers or feet. 
Each time I made it after him he 
would express his delight and sur- 
prise that I had done it so nimbly. 
1 did not tell him how each time I 
thought it would be my last, nor 
did I show the real fear I had of 
falling. 

My chief anxiety was for him. I 
felt that he had no right to jeo- 
pardize his health and life as he 
was doing. Finally we reached one 
cliff that went straight up from 
the water, made a turn, and the 
ledge he would have to make 
hung over some very nasty and 
jagged projections, so that if he 
should fall it might prove most 
serious to him. 


FALLS OFF CIAFF 
„I watched his ascent, therefore, 
with alarm. The rocks were slip- 


pery, and just as he was on the 
point of making the highest point, 
imagine my horror when I saw 
him lose hold, slip, and go tumb- 
ling down. He went feet fore- 
most fortunately, and he showed 
great presence of mind by shoving 
himself away from the rocks as he 
fell. Had he swerved his head 
would have been certain to have 
struck some projections. 

1 stood paralyzed with fear. I 
could see what it would mean to 
have him meet with any accident 
of this kind. However, he missed 
all sharp projections and feil 
straight in the water. It was deep, 
but he did not go over his bead, 
the water only reaching to nis 
shoulders. With a laugh he clam- 


bored to the bank again and start- 
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him that smacked of anything 
— than talent, and yet, he 
, said: 


ed once more, I knew that there 
would be no use trying to dis- 
suade him from the effort, so I 
watched him with more anxiety 
the second time than I had felt 
the first time. He made it on the 


second trial and then came my et- 


fort. I felt so relieved about him 
(and I knew he felt chagrimed at 
having fallen) that it was really a 
matter of indifference to me wheth- 
er I went into the water or not. 
On the contrary, however, I went 
over the ridge like a cat. It was 
the best climb I made during the 
afternoon. 


HARD SWIM TO SAFETY 

But his innings were coming la- 
ter. We trudged on for about an 
hour more, sometimes § crawling, 
sometimes climbing. Just about 
dark we reached a point on the 
creek where we had to swim it. 

“Are you willing to try it?” he 
laughed and plunged in. 

I followed. He called back to 
swim hard and straight, which I 
did, and soon we were on the other 
side, shivering but laughing, and 
then he told me how near Fitz 
Lee came to drowning at that point 
one afternoon; that after three 
efforts he had refused to permit 
him to make another effort and 
made him take the detour. We then 
skirted the Zoo and finally came 
to a ledge of rocks that rose, I 
should say, forty feet in the air 
and was much higher when taken 
in conjunction with the 


— 


and rocky surface below it. He said 
it wes dangerous and he doubted 
if it could be made on account of 
the rain and darkness. All these 
rocks and climbs were familiar to 
him, and he knew what could be 
done. 
SUCCEEDS IN CLIMB 

He started up, and to my sur- 
prise he made it. I began the as- 
cent and got midway and could 
not budge another inch. I could 
not see anything and when I 


glanced below it appeared about 
es dangerous to go back as to 
try to go over. I could hear him 
calling from above not to attempt 
to follow, that it was too slippery 
and that it would be fatal to fall. 
I made one or two more efforts 
and then decided thet I was beaten 
and started back. But I better had 
gone on. 1 simply had to slide down 
and when I reached the bottom I 
was pretty nearly used up. He 
made the detour and joined me 
about fifty yards further on, com- 
ing out of the precipitous jungle 
like a bear, but laughing and evi- 
dently buoyed up over his prowess. 
Indeed telt proud of him too. 
i told him how chagrined I waa 
not to have been able to follow 
him. 

“Never mind,” he said, “you did 
net fall into the water. So we are 
quits.” 

That was the only references 
that had been made to the mishap. 


ENTHUSIASM FOILS PEN 

This all sounds like hard work, 
doesn’t it; and yet it was one of 
the most enjoyable afternoons of 
tv life. If I could only remem-
